I faid, in the beginning of this Preface, 1 
that. the Perſons repreſented in Opera's, are generally, Gods, Goddeſſes and 
oY Eine from them, who are ſuppos'd to be their peculiar care : 
hich, hinders, not, but that meaner Perſons, may. ſometimes gracefully 
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"Tis almoſt needleſs. to ſpeak any thing of that noble Language, in which 
this Muſical Drama, was firſt invented and perform'd. Al, who are conver- 
fant in the /ta/;zavn, cannot but obſerve, that it is the fofreſt, the ſweereſt, 
the moſt harmonious, not only of «ny modern Tongue, but even beyond 
any of the Learned; It ſeems indeed to have been invented for the fake: of 
Poetry and Muſlick : the Vowels are ſo abounding in all -Words, efpecially 
in the Terminations of them, that excepting ſome ſew Monoftyllables, he 
whole Language ends in them. Then the Pronunciation is\ fo manly and 
ſo ſonorous, that their very ſpeaking has more of Mulick init,” than Dyteh,, 
Poetry and Song, It has withal deriv'd ſo much Copiouſneſs and Eloquence; 
from the Greek and Latin in the compoſition of Words, , and the formatzs! 
on of them, that ( if after all, we muſt call it barbarous ))/ris the mo{t beaus, 
tiful and moſt learned of any, Barbariſm in Modern Tongnes. And ;we 
may, at leaſt, as jultly- praiſe it, as Pyrrhus did the Roman Diſcipline,. and. 
Martial Order, that it was of Barbar/axs, { for fo the Greeks call'd all other, 
Nations )) but had nothing in it of barbarity.- This Language has in a mans 
ner beea refind and puritied from the Gorhzck, ever fince the; time of Daze, 
which is above tour hundred Years ago ; and the French, who now caſt a 
longing Eye to their Country, are -not leſs ambitious to poſſeſs their Ele; 
gance in Poetry and Mulick : in both which they labour at Impoſſibilt- 
ties. Tis true indeed, they have reform'd their Tongue, and brought both 
their Proſe and Poetry to a Standard : the Sweetneſs as well as the Purity 
is much improv'd, by throwing off the unneceflary Conſfonants, wiiich made 
their Spelling tedious, and their pronunciation harſh : But after all, as nos 
thing can be improv'd beyond its own Species, or farther than 'its original 
Nature will allow: as aa ill Voice. though never fo thoroughly inſtructed in 
the Rules of Muſick, can never be brought to ling harmonwoully, nor many 
an honeſt Critick, ever arrive to be a good Poet, ſo neither can the natural 
harſhneſs of the French or their perpetual ill Accent, be ever refin'd into 
pertet Harmony like the /zalian. The Englith has yet more natural dif- 
advantage than the Frexch; our original Teutonique conſiſting moſt in 
Monoſyllables, and thoſe incumber'd with Conſonants cannot poſlibly, be 
freed trom thoſe Inconveniences. The reſt of our Words, which are deriv'd 
from the Latin chiefly, and the French, with ſome ſma}} fprinklings of 
Greek, Italian and Spaniſh, are ſome relief in Poetry ; and hetp us to fotten 
our uncouth Numbers, which together with our E:g/i/h Genius, incompa- 
rably beyond the tritfling of the French, in all the nobler Parts of. Verſe, 
will juſtly give us the Freheminence But, on the other hand, the Effem- 
nacy of our pronunciation, ( a dete&t common to us, and to the Danes ) and 
our ſcarcity of female Rhymes, have left the advantage of muſical compoltti- 
on for Songs, though not for recitative, to our neighbors. .* | 

Through theſe Difficulties, I have made a ſhift to ſtruggle, 1n my part of 
the performance of this Opera ; which, as mean as it is, deſerves at icalt a 
Pardon, becaule it has attempted a diſcovery beyond any former Underta- 
ker of our Nation :. only remember, that if there be no North-Eaſt Paſſage 
to be found, the fault is in Nature, and not in me. Or as Ben. Johnſox tell; us 
in the Alchymiſt, when Projection had fail'd,and the Glaſſes were all broken, 
there was enough however in the Bottoms of then to cure the Itch; fo 1 
may thus far be poſitive, That if I have not ſucceeded, as I deſire, yet there 
is ſomewhat ſtill remaining,to ſatisfy = Yi Ie or Itch of Sight and Hear- 
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ing.. Yet I have no great reaſon ta deſpair ; for I may without vanity, own 
ſome Advantages, which are not common to every Writer ; ſuch as are the 
knowledge of the /talian and French Language, and the being converfant 
with ſome of their beſt Performances in this kind ; which have furniſh'd me 
with ſuch variety of meaſures, as have given the compoſtr Monſieur Grabur 
what occaſions he cou'd wiſh, to ſhow his extraordinary Tallent, in diverſi- 
fying the Recitative, the Lyrical part, and the Chorus : In all which, ( not 
to attribute any thing to my own Opinion ) the beſt Judges, and thoſe too 
of the beſt Quality, who have honor'd his Reherſals with their Preſence, 
have no leſs commended the happineſs of his Genius than his Skill. And 
let me have the liberty to add one thing ; that he has ſo exactly expreſs'd 
my Sence, in all places, where I intended to move the Paſſions, that he 
ſeems to have enter'd into my thoughts, and to have been the Poet as well 
as the Compoſer. This I ſay, not to flatter him, but to do him right ; be- 
cauſe amongſt ſome Exgiiſh Muficians, and their Scholars, (who are ſure ts 
judge after them, ) the imputation' of being a French-man, is en ugh to 
make a Party, who maliciouſly endeavour to decry him. But the knowledge 
of Latinand 7talian Poets,both which he poſſeſſes, beſides his skill in Muſick, 
and his being acquainted with all the performances of the French Opera's, 
:dding to theſe the PO to which he is Born, have rais'd him toa degree 
above any Man, whoſhall pretend to be his Rival on our Stage. When any 
of our Country-men excel him, I ſhall beglad for the fake of old England, to 
be thown my error : in the mean time, let Vertue be commended, though in 
the Perſon of a Stranger. 

If I thought it convenient, I cou'd here diſcover ſome Rules which I have 
given-to my ſelf in the Writing of an Opera in general; and of this Opera 
in Particular : But I conſider, that the effe&t would only be, to have my own 
performance meafur'd by the Laws I gave; and conſequently to ſet up ſome 
little Judges, who not underſtanding throughly, wou'd be ſure to fall upon 
the faults, and not to acknowledge any of the Beauties : ( an hard meaſure 

Which I have often found from falſe Critiques.) Here therefore, if they will 
Criticiſe,they ſhall do it out of their own Fond ; But let them be firſt aſſur'd, 
that their cares are nice ; for there is neither writing nor judging on this Sub- 
je, without that good quality. "Tis no eaſy matter im our Language to 
make words ſa ſmooth, and numbers fo harmonious, that they ſhall almoſt 
ſet themſelves, and yet there are rules for this in nature: and as great a 
certainty of quantity in our Syllables, as either in the Greek or Latin: But let 
Poets and Judges underſtand thoſe firſt, an4 then let them begin to ſtudy 
Engliſh. When they have chaw'd awhile upon thefe preliminaries, 1t may be 
they will ſcarce adventure to tax me with want of Thought,and elevation of 
Fancy in this Work ; for they will ſoon be fatisfy'd, That thoſe are not of the 
nature of this ſort of Writing : The neceſſity ofdouble Rhymes, and ordering 
- of the Words and Numbers tor the ſweetneſs of the Voice,are the main hinges, 
on which an Opera muſt moye; and both of theſe are without the compats of 

'any Art to teach another to perform ; unleſs Nature in the firſt place has done 

' her part,by enduing the Poet with that nicety of hearing, that the diſcord of 
ſounds inWords ſhall as much offend him,asa Seventh in Muſick wou'd # good 
Compoſer. I have therefore no need to make excuſes for meanneſs of thought 
in many places: The /talians, with all/the advantages of their Language, 


are continually forc'd upon it ; or rather they affe& ir. The chief ſecret is ” 
the 
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the choice of Words; and by this choice I do not here mean Elegancy of 
expreſſion, but propriety of ſoundto be varyed according to the Nature of 
the Subjet. Perhaps a time may come, when I may treat of this more 
largely,out of ſome Obſervations which I have made from F: mer and Virgil, 
who amongſt all the Poets, only underſtood the Art of Nuthbers, and 
of that which was properly call'd &hythmus by the Afcients. 
. The fame reaſons which depreſs thought ih an Opera, have a Stronger effect 
uport the Words ; eſpecially in our Language ! for thete is no maintaining the 

Purity of Engliſh in ſhort meafures, where the Rhyme returns ſo quick, 
and is ſo often Female, or double Rhy me, which is not natural to our Tongue, 
becauſe it confiſts roo much of Monofyllables, and thoſe too, moſt com- 
monly clogg'd with Conſonants : for which reaſon I am often forc'd to Coyn 
new Words, revive ſome that are Antiquated, and botch others : as it I 
had not ſerv'd out my time in Poetry, but was bound Prentice to ſome 
doggrel Rhymer, who makes Songs to Tunes, and ſings them for a lively- 
hood. *Tis true, | have not been often put to this drudgery ; but where 1 
have, the Words will ſufficiently ſhow, that I was then a Slave to the com 
poſition,which I will never be again: Tis my part to Invent,and the Muſicians 
to Humour that Invention. I may be counſell'd, and will always follow 
my Friends advice,where I find it reaſonable ; but will never part with the 
Power of the Militia. | 

I am now to acquaint my Reader with ſomewhat more particular con- 
cerning this Opera, after having begg'd his pardon for fo Jong a Preface to fo 
ſhort a work. It was Originally intended only tor a Prologue to « Play,Of the 
Nature of the Tempeſt ; which is, a Tragedy mix d with Opera; or a Drama 
Written in blank Verſe, adorn'd with Scenes, Machines, Songs and Dances: 
So that the Fable of it is all ſpoken and acted by the beſt of the Comedians; 
the other part of the entertainment to be perform'd by the fame Singers 
and Dancers whoare introduc'd in this preſent Opera. It cannot properly bs 
calld a Play, becauſe the action of +t, 1s ſuppos'd to be conducted ſome- 
rimes by ſupernatural means, or Magick ; nor an Opera becauſe the Story 
of it is not ſung, But more of this at its proper time : But ſome intervening ac« 
cidents having hitherto deferr'd the performance of the main defign,l propos d 
to the Actors, to turn the intended Prologue into an Entertainment by it ſelf, 
as you now ſee it,by adding two acts more to what | had alrea:'y Written The 
Subject of it is wholly Allegorical ; and the Allegory it felt fo very obvious, 
that it will no ſooner be read than underſtood. Tis divided according to 
the plain and Natural method of every action, into Three parts. For even 
Ariſtotle h.mſclt is contented to fay ſimply, That 1n all ations there is a 
beginning, a middle, and an end; after which Model, all the Spani/h Plays 
are built. | 

The deſcriptions of the Scenes, and other decorations of the Stage, F had 
from Mr. Betterton, who has ſpar'd neither for induſtry, nor goſt, to make 


this Entertainment perfect, nor for Invention of the Ornaments to beautify 


It. | 
To conclude;tho"rhe Enemies of the Compoler are nor few,and that there 
15 a Party form'd againſt him,of his own Profeiſion, } hope;and am perſwaded, 
that this prejud:ce,will turn in the end to his advantage. For the greateſt part 
of anAudience isalways uninterefs'd,though ſeldom k owing;and if rheMuſicx 
be well.compos'd,and well perform d,they who f nd themfclves p!cas'd,will be 
Yo 
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ſo Wiſe as not to be impos'd upon, and fool'd out of their ſatisfaction. The 
newneſs of the undertaking is all the hazard : When Opera's w: re firſt ſet up 
in Praxce, they were not follow'd over eagerly.; but they gain'd daily upon 
their Hearers, till they grew to that heigth of Reputation which they now 
enjoy. The Exg/ifþ I confeſs, are not altogether ſo Muſical as the French, 
and yet they have been pleas'd already, with the Tempelt, and fome pieces 
that follow d, which were neither much better Written, nor ſo well Com- 
pos'd as this. If it finds encouragement, I dare promiſe my {ſelf to mend 
my hand, by making a more pleaſiny Fable: In the mean time, cvery 
Loyal Engliſh-man, cannot but be fatisfy'd with the Moral of this, which 1o 
plainly repreſents the double reſtoration of his Sacred Majeſty. 


POSTSCRIPT. 


This Preface being wholly Written before the Death of my late Royal 
Maſter, ( quem ſemper acerbum, ſemper honoratum, ſic Du volwſtis,habebo, ) 
I have now, lat:ly, review'd it,as ſuppoſing T ſhou'd find many notions in it, that 
wou'd require corr'ttion on cooler thoughts. After four Months lying by meg 
I look'd on it as no longer mine, becauſe 1 had wholly forgotten it ; but, / confeſs, 
with ſome ſatisfatlion, and perhaps a little vanity, that 1 found my ſelf enter- 
tain'd by it ; my own Judgment was new to me, and pleas'd me when I look'd on 
it, as anoth r Man's. [I ſee no Opinion that I wou'd retratt or alter, unleſs it 
be, that poſſibly the Italians went not /o far as Spain, -for the Invention of their 
Opera's. They might have it in their own Country; and that by gathering up 
the Shinwrecks of the Athenian aud Roman Theaters ; which we know were 
adorn'd with Scenes, Mufick, Dances and Machiner, eſpecially the Grecian. 
But of this the Learned Monſieur Voſlius, who bas made our Nation his ſe- 
cond Country, is the bejt, and perhaps the only Judge now living : As for the 
Ope:a zt ſelf, it was all compos d, and was juſ{ ready to have been perform'd 
when he, in Honor of whom it was principally made, was taken from as. 

He had been pleas'd twice or thrice to command, that it ſhou'd be praftis'd, 
before him, eſpecially the firff and third Aits of it ; and publicily declir d more 
than once, That the compoſitio» and Chorus's, were more Ju#t, and more Beauti- 
ful, than any he had heard in England. Zow nice an Ear he had in Muſick 
ts ſufficiently known ; his praiſe therefore has eſtabliſh'd the Reputation of it, 
above cenſure, and made it in a manner Sacred. 'Tis therefore humbly and 
Religiouſly dedicated to his Memory. 

It might reaſonably have been expetted, that his Death muſt have chang 4 
the whole Fabrick of the Opera ; or at leaſt a great part of it. But the deſign 
of it Originally, was ſo happy, that it needed no alteration, properly ſo call d: 
for the addition of twenty or thirty lines,in the ipotheofis if Albion, has made 
it entirel, of a Piece, This was the only way wh.ch cou'd have been invented, 
to ſave it from a botch d ending ; and it fell luckily into my imagination As
